feared that a sudden and sweeping 
transfer of farms to poor peasant 
families—most of whom can’t af- 
ford modern equipment—might re- 
sult in a sharp drop-off in the coun- 
try’s farm production. 

Communist influence in the Phil- 
ippines is presently at a minimum. 
A force of Red guerrillas which 
took up arms against the govern- 
ment in the late 1940’s was com- 
pletely wiped out by 1955. 

1965 Elections. The next na- 
tional election will be held a year 
from this November. President 
Macapagal plans to run for a sec- 
ond term. He will probably be op- 
posed by the present Vice President, 
Emmanuel Pelaez. 

Pelaez has been sharply critical 
of Macapagal’s semi-partnership 
with Sukarno. He feels that the 
Philippines should come out against 
Indonesia’s aggressive policies. 
There appear to be few other major 
campaign issues, at least at the 
present time. Both men are good 
friends of the United States and 
want to maintain close ties with our 
country. —By Tim Coss
